INTRODUCTORY. 





Thankful for all the favors bestowed upon me during the publication of this 
work, either by patronage or information given, I place this Directory of the 
City of Bloomington before the public, hoping that the zeal inspiring me, to fur- 
nish an acceptable book, both in correctness and form, will be realized by 
all,and that they willlook with indulgence upon the errors, which will unavoid- 
ably occur in every directory. The population of our city is highly intelligent 
and accommodating, which was of material aid tothe publication of this book. 

This Directory contains the names of 5,710 persons, most all of whom are 
males over twenty-one years of age. This indicates, with precision a popula- 
tion of 19,950. The gain during the last twenty-two months, when the United 
States Census was taken; is about 5,000 souls. Bloomington is now the fourth 

city in size in the State, only second to Chicago, Quincy and Peoria. 

__ The rapid and steady increase of the population of Bloomington has resulted 
from various sources. The beautiful location of the city, on high rolling prai- 
rie, richly ornamented with shade trees, parks and public buildings is unequaled 
in the west. The surrounding country is the richest agricultural region of the 
State of unequaled fertility, and aclimate free from all miasmatic diseases. Nature 
has done its share to grade our streets, thus saving our city thousands of dollars. 
A wise administration of our city has kept our financesin a sound condition, 
Our city debt is more than a million less than that of our rivals Springfield and 
Quincy. Besides this we enjoy more real improvements than any city in the 
West. Our court house, built of handsome marble, joists and dome of iron, su- 
perb halls with marble floors, is considered fire proof and one of the finest 
buildings in our State. It was erected at a cost of over $400,000. Our public 
schools are the just pride of our citizens. The Board of Education employs up- 
wards of fifty teachers, and we venture to say, that they rank favorably with 
those of any city in the country, 

The church edifices are commodious and well furnished. Painsare taken to 
give visitors and strangers a cordial welcome. Masonic, Odd Fellows and Good 
Templars’ Lodges are in a flourishing condition. 

Manufacturing is carried on in Bloomington to a considerable degree and is 
constantly on theincrease. Few cities have equal facilities for manufacturing. 
Railroads are diverging from our city in nine different directions and carry our 
products to all parts of the country. The McLean County Coal Company, oper. 
ating the South Shaft inside of the city limits, furnish us with best coal found 
in the State, at a low price. The gas works of the city have hardly got their 
equal anywhere, and are the property of Gen. Asahel Gridley, a gentleman to 
whose enterprise Bloomington owes many of its improvements anda good deal 
of its present prosperity. Gasis furnished in excellent quality ata very rea- 
sonable price to more than a thousand consumers. Kighteen miles of street are 
lighted, requiring about 400 gas lamp posts. 

The supply of water in our city has sometimes had difficulties: but since it 
is proved that we possess a well within our city limits that will furnish enough 
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water to supply a city with a hundred thousand inhabitants, this obstacle to the 
manufacturing will be removed very soon. Our water works will cost little more 
than $100.000, and will be a good and profitable investment. 

Emigration is cordially invited te our beautiful city. The Board of Trade 
make it their especial business to fuPnish information to new comers and to par- 
ties who wish to settle in our midst. The Board is composed of our most trust- 
worthy citizens and any information derived from this source is reliable, and 
cheerfully given. 

If we wish to keep up the present rapid growth of Bloomington, we must en- 
courage and sustain home enterprise. Water works are much needed and should 
be built this summer. With the expectation that. Bloomington will be the sec- 
ond city in size in the State at the publication of my next City Directory, in two 
years from now, I remain, Yours Truly.

_ April, 1867, the McLean Co. Coal Co. was organized, and 
the sinking of a shaft commenced on the West end of Wasbh- 
ington street. The first vein was reached and abandoned. 
The following. summer, the Company sunk the shaft to the 
second vein—a distance of 400 feet. This proved to be avery 
fair article of semi-anthracite coal, excellent for domestic use, 
and superior to the majority of Illinois coal. The vein is still 
worked, the ®al being used by hundreds of people in the city 
and in neighboring towns. The Company, however, prospected 
still deeper, and on the last day of July, 1870, they reached 
the Third Vein. This vein of coal is unquestionably the best 
discovered in H}inois—light, dry, clear and pure, ignites easily, 
burns freely, and makes but little ashes. It is 541 feet below 
the surface, the deepest shaft in the State. 

The Company has expended about $150,000 in developing 
the coal veins in Bloomington—certainly a very risky enter- 
prise.

The important question now before the Board of Trade is 
the erection of Water Works. We give here the result 
of the test of the Chicago & Alton well, as furnished by the 
Board: 

“Both pumps at the rolling mill, used in the trial of last 
Saturday, were started at 8 a. m., yesterday, and worked con- 
tinuously until the water in the well had been lowered to the 
lowest point reached Saturday night. This point was reached 
a few minutes bofore 3 p.m., at which hour the pumps were 
slowed down to an average speed of 50 .strokes per minute 
each, and so run for fifteen minutes. At3:15 p.m., the water 
in the well had risen 4 inch above the level it stood at 3 p. m., 
showing that at the speed the pumps were working, the supply 
of water exceeded the drain from the well. At 3:15 the speed 
of the pumps was increased, and they were run from that time 
until 5 p, m. at such average speed, as will beséen by the ta- 
ble below.

In ten and three-quarter minutes from the time the pumps 
were stopped, the water in the well had risen one foot. One- 
half hour after cessation of pumping, the water in the well stood 
204 inches higher than at 5 o’clock. 

These results show that the well can furnish daily (24 hours) 
more than one million gallons of water, which amount is suf- 
ficient to supply a city of about 80,000 inhabitants. 

With these brilliant prospects before us we shall have this 
improvement very soon, at a comparatively small expense.
